Charles A. Jackson; a construc- 
tion engineer with 34 years service 
with the Army Corps of Engineers, 
has been named Area Engineer for 
the Corps of Engineers at the 
southwest Mississippi sprawling 
Space engine test complex being 
constructed for NASA’s Marshall 
Space Flight Center by the Corps 
of Engineers and will be directly 
in charge of construction opera- 
tions. ; 

Colonel D. A. Raymond, District 
Engineer, made the announcement 
today and said that Jackson and 
a small staff of assistants will of- 
ficially open a temporary office 
in Gainesville on Monday, June 
3. Colonel Raymond. said that ad- 
ditional construction engineers 
and techniciang will be assigned 
to the new office as additional 
work for NASA is placed under 
contract and construction opera- 
tions increased. 

The Mobile District of the Army 
Corps of Engineers is NASA’: 
shall Space Flight Center's agent 
for construction at its huge Miss- 
issippi engine test site. 

The newly assigned Area En- 
gineer is a native of South Caro- 
lina and a civil engineering grad- 
uate of Clemson. Starting out with 
the Corps of Engineers in 1929 as 
a surveyman on levee work at 
Cairo, Illinois, Jackson became an 
expert in heavy construction and 
supervised contractor operations 
at a number of large Corps of 
Engineers projects. ; 

Among major projects super- 
vised by Jackson are the Allatoona 
Dam and Powerhouse near Carters- 
ville, Georgia; Buford Dam and 
Powerhouse at Buford, Georgia, 
and the Hartwell Dam and Power- 
house constructed on the Savannah 
River near Hartwell, Georgia, at 
a cost of $90 million. 

Jackson ig a veteran of World 
Wan II and is a lieutenant colonel 
in the Corps of Engineers Army 
reserve. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jackson will make 
their home at 360 Jeff Davis Ave., 
Waveland, Mississippi.

Keep closets clean by using the 
vacuum cleaner or by other clean- 
ing methods. Spray baseboards, 
closet floors, walls, carpets and 
other places in your home where 
these insects may be. Use a house- 
hold DDT spray. Use only chlor- 
dane spray to treat edges of wall- 
to-wall carpets. Chlordane or diel- 
drin are better than DDT for 
stubborn cases of carpet beetles.
